Dear Fellow Citizens: 


Another year has rolled around in the affairs of your town and some 
things are different and some things are the same. Since many people have 
said that this rambling preamble helps them to understand better the Town 
Report, we are continuing it this year. 


You have already received a letter explaining to you the financing of the 
town grader. A brief recapitulation is simply this. We up-graded our 27-year 
old grader to one only 9 years old. The old grader was eating us out of house 
and home in cost of operation because, due to its age, we actually had to have 
parts specially made. The transition was accomplished, as you know, from 
our previous letter, without any borrowing. This was because we had set aside 
each year surplus from prudent operations of town finances enough so that the 
new, to us, grader could be purchased without borrowing. 


There is an article in the warrant asking for a vote to put this year's 
operating surplus into the capital reserve fund. This we certainly hope you 
will do against the day of our buying more town equipment when that sort of 
requested purchase would be beneficial, whether it is road equipment or fire 
equipment. In any event, we can earn at least 5% interest on the money against 
a future rainy day. 


You have all read about a more than ordinary boost in our Monadnock 
Regional School District budget. For reasons that are too complicated to go 
into in this letter, but which will be explained to anyone in person who re- 
quests it, our share of that high-hiked budget is only $169.94. At this writ- 
ing, the proposed county budget isup 24%; what the end result is, no one can 
tell, but even if it is up that per cent, our share of that increase would be only 
about $400.00. We have bragged for some years about holding the town budget, 
exclusive of school and county, at the same level. This year it goes up some- 
what because it is a presidential election year in which our costs of election 
soar. Another item of increase is Town Officers’ Expenses because the 
increased paper work from all directions and the necessary work to maintain 
strict financial control, which has put us in the excellent financial condition 
that we are now in, just plain costs money, but never as much as the strict 
financial control saves, 


The sum total of all this is simply that your tax rate will not go up much 
because of a necessary adjustment in values but your tax bill will go up 
slightly. We are somewhat happy about the fact that the increased tax bill in 
this town is less than in the neighboring towns and, whether we like it or not, 
the trend is upward. This stems from the fact that the value of the dollar 
lessens each year and although our school district finds it necessary to hike 
the budget by an 8% increase, the town budget only increased 4% in a year in 
which we have some items of more than ordinary expenditure and it will level 
off next year. Our budget estimates have not been overly generous but only

adequate, nevertheless we had hoped to come up with the usual operating sur- 
plus. The point we want to make is, if any item has been over-estimated, the 
overage will not be spent but will be presented to you as an operating surplus 
for you to dispose of as you have for the last two years and are being asked to 
for the present year. 


In the present unsettled times when the President talks about a "manage- 
able deficit of $18 billion", your Selectmen are pleased to present you witha 
balanced budget which, despite all of the increasing factors of school, county 
and the general cost of living, will not nick your pocketbook much more than 
last year.
